Warwick didn't predict how 


long the work would take, but 
did say that it is being un- 
dertaken "a piece at a time," 
and that "it is a rather intricate 
project." 


When the project was first

Committee, it was predicted 
optimistically that if all went 
well the street would be tran- 
sformed by June l. 


The area to be beautified is 


both sides of Main Street from 


Oak to Hickory. Wrought iron 
guards are to be placed about 
the trees, with provision for 
lighting, and there are to be 
planters and benches in- 
terspersed along the sidewalk.

reported under partial control 
by a CDF spokesman, who said 
the hottest spot is near Franklin 
Point, which is 30 miles west of 
Gerber and 12 miles northwest 
of Paskenta. 


Chemical

and helicopters were called in to 
move personnel 
and hand 


equipment to the blazes. 


"Our 
trucks can't get to 


these,"

Brush 
in the area was 


described as being up to 12 feet 
high, making access difficult. 


As of late this morning, fire 


fighting 
crews were 
con- 


centrating their efforts on the 
Franklin Point blaze, another 
about five miles directly south 
and one about three miles to the 
east and midway between the 
others. The other two, described 
as being smaller, were not being 
immediately fought. 


Each of the blazes 
have 


consumed 15 acres or less to 
date.

proposal. There were no ob- 
jections from the sparsely 
populated visitor's gallery. 


The land division standards 


plan, the culmination of three 
years' efforts, was accepted by 
the board. 


The plan, in a thick volume, 


offers suggested uses for county 
land. It is to be a guideline for 
builders and the county planning 
commission, although there are 
provisions to allow different 


of specified lands. 


The book is expected to pay 


for itself with a market price of 
$3 a copy. 


Reports on a proposed land 


swap and establishment of a 
functioning housing authority 
were heard, along with a brief 
discussion on the first duties of 
Smart and Clabaugh, the newly 
appointed county architects. 


William Swanson of the U. S. 


Forest Service 
asked if the 


supervisors 
objected 
to a 


possible land swap between the 
USFS and a logging company 
operating near federal land. 
Swanson said the swap isn't to 
be made in the near future, but 
when completed, would be on an 
acre-for-acre basis. The county 
would have the same tax in- 
come, Swanson promised. 


James Norvall of the state 


Housing 
and 
Community 


Development agency gave the 
supervisors some suggestions on 
operation of a housing authority. 
The board sits as the authority 
in Tehama County. 


A joint operation with the 


county's three cities — Tehama, 
Corning and Red Bluff — was 
suggested. 


According to Shan Patterson, 


supervisor chairman, the county 
needs about 800 houses. 


Norvall said Tehama County 


could expect initial federal 
funding for about 100 units. 


According to the state agent, 


the federal money will benefit 
Tehama County residents in 
several ways. He said housing 
would be made available to 
those with substandard housing; 
some substandard units would 
be brought up to snuff while 
others would be destroyed and

Complaint Against Kennedys 


Letter To The Editor 


Praise For Tenama Genera/ 


Name Calling Won 't Do The Job 


The Red Bluff-Tehama County Chamber of Commerce adopted 


a resolution in support of "welfare reform" back on July 8, and 
thereby started something of a tempest. A letter brought to the 
Daily News and published said in part: "On July 8, 1971, Red Bluff 
Chamber of Commerce went on record endorsing the Governor's 
Welfare Reform Program." 


H. Richard Maguire has since pointed out that the Chamber of 


Commerce resolution spoke only of welfare reform and said 
nothing about the governor's welfare reform program. So, ap- 
parently, there was a misunderstanding there. And, probably 
based largely on that misunderstanding, a Committee of the Poor 
threatened boycott of the members of the chamber of commerce, 
and denounced the chamber action roundly in two letters to the 
Daily News. 


Misunderstanding or no misunderstanding, though, there 


remain serious problems and wide differences of opinion con- 
cerning them. There seems to be agreement that the blind, the 
aged, the disabled should not be foreclosed from assistance. But 
proposals to put a ceiling on the total amount of welfare funds 
raises a question there anyhow. There is general agreement, too, 
though not complete agreement, that no one who refuses a job 
should receive any government assistance. But even those who 
agree on that come nowhere near agreement on how many persons 
who could be earning a living are actually on welfare. 


There is question, too, on what constitutes an adequate income 


for a family, and what other members of a family should contribute 
to needy members. Those are real differences. There is a different 
fundamental approach to the entire situation, and it's best we 
realize that and try to arrive at a concensus. Name calling won't do 
the job. 


There is the widely held assumption, particularly on the part of 


persons in comfortable circumstances, that except for the severely 
handicapped, anyone in need has himself to blame — or, at the 
very least, that he is the victim of singular misfortune, that he is ill- 
starred and should be deeply thankful for any help he receives. 


On the other hand, there is a growing belief on the part of 


many, most of them persons in poor circumstances, that they are 
simply the expendables of a social and economic system which is 
not geared to make continuous beneficial use of everyone. As such, 
they assert, they have a right to share in the world's goods whether 
they are being called upon to produce or not. 


In this imperfect world where little is all black or all white, 


there is probably some truth in both approaches. There are 
probably some people who are poor because they simply do not, 
and have not in the past, put out the effort required to be otherwise. 
And the plain get-something-for-nothing schemers are always with 
us. 


On the other hand, there are a lot of persons who are poor 


because they have not grabbed as fast, and haven't pushed and 
shoved as hard as the ones who complain about the high cost of 
welfare now. A lot of them have done more work and produced 
more true wealth in their long hard lives than their more affluent 
neighbors. 


Plans for work-training for persons without needed skills are 


on the right track. But along with that, we may always need a work 
program to absorb those that private industry does not. It is 
significant that Treasury Secretary John Connally said a few days 
ago that the Nixon administration is not specifying any unem- 
ployment figure now, apparently 
having abandoned hope 


previously expressed for a 4 per cent rate. Setting up a useful 
program which will not erode our private enterorise will present its 
own peculiar problems. 


It's no easy job ahead, but it needs doing.

WASHINGTON— There is 


grumbling in high Democratic 
councils that the Kennedy clan 
has been unwilling to contribute 
big money to the party from 
their multi-million dollar per- 
sonal fortunes. 


Members of the family angrily 


deny it. And their partisans 
charge the backroom mut- 
terings are by anti-Kennedy 
Democrats who want to destroy 
Sen. 
Ted Kennedy's prestige 


with party rank and file. 


Gov. Warren Hearnes, out- 


spoken governor of Missouri and 
chairman of the National 
Governors' Conference, raised 
the question obliquely with 
Democratic National Com- 
mittee 
Treasurer 
Robert 


Strauss. 


Hearnes is a famous chopper- 


down of presidential timber. In 
1966, he sharply remarked of 
President Johnson that the 
party "might be better off with 
somebody else" unless LBJ 
shaped up his domestic policies 
and his liaison with Democratic 
governors. LBJ quickly com- 
plied. 


This 
time Hearnes 
told 


Strauss at a recent governors 
conference that there was no 
reason for the Democratic 
National Committee to have 
picked up the campaign bills of 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, D- 
N.Y., after Kennedy was shot. 
The Kennedys had plenty of 
money of their own, Hearnes

told us he advised Strauss. 


While the popular governor 


had Strauss's ear, he told him 
the party's policy should be to 
avoid paying any candidate's 
preconvention debts. Hearnes, 
however, denied to us that he 
explicitly complained to Strauss 
that the Kennedys had not been 
pulling their weight on con- 
tributions since 1962. 


Hearnes's words were still 


fresh when Strauss also got 
some unhappy mutterings from 
members of the inner sanctum 
of Democratic money men, the 
Democratic Finance Council. 
After a big recent Democratic 
fundraiser 
in Washington, 


several of them chatted with 
him informally about how to tap 
the Kennedy fortunes. 


Strauss, as participants in the 


talks recall it, told them it was 
true the Kennedys weren't too 
generous with their money in 
non-Kennedy elections. The 
Democratic Committee, he said, 
has "gone to the well so many 
times" with Steve 
Smith, 


husband of Jean Kennedy and 
the family's political 
and 


financial advisor, 
that the 


Democrats don't even bother to 
put on the heat anymore. 


Strauss soothingly urged his 


questioners to remember that 
Ted Kennedy had been willing to 
lend his glamour to Democrats 
in 
tight 
election 
spots 


throughout the country for 
years. 


The Kennedy clan had some 


vehement responses to the 
charges. 


Smith told us the Kennedys 


had put up "tens of thousands of 
dollars" 
for non-Kennedy 


candidates and committees. "I 
have 
contributed 
to 
the 


Democratic Committee," he 
said, "but not every time they 
have asked, of course." 


Smith said Strauss himself 


had never even asked him for 
money. 


Sargent Shriver, husband of 


Eunice Kennedy, told us that he 
ran a committee during the last 
election for promising young 
Democratic candidates which 
raised $90,000 to get celebrities 
for fund-raisers and $500,000 for 
the candidates' campaigns. He 
ticked off $13,500 that he and 
Eunice and themselves donated 
to candidates and committees. 


A spokesman for Ted Kennedy 


reminded us hotly that both Ted 
and Robert Kennedy had 
campaigned all across America 
for candidates. The spokesman 
declined 
to estimate cash 


contributions. Ted has given 
money out of his own pocket to 
candidates, he said. "But the 
time Ted spent on the chicken 
circuit was much more valuable 
to him than any money."

Court Has Mutual Fund People Concerned

"It's tough enough trying to 


figure out the market without 
having to figure out who you 
are," said the mutual fund 
manager, a man long familiar 
with problems but hardly 
prepared for the latest. 


A recent court decision has 


found people and others con- 
cerned about the nature of their 
business, their rights, their 
obligations and, as always, their 
profits. 


To understand 
the new 


problem it should be noted that a 
mutual 
fund 
management 


company and a mutual fund are 
two different 
things. 
The 


manager charges the fund a fee 


to handle its portfolio and other 
business. 


The nature of this relation- 


ship, once clearcut, is now in 
doubt. 


The 
questions 
develop 


because of a decision made June 
22 by a U.S. appellate court here 
that by implication, means that 
when a management company 
is sold, the profits go not to the 
company's owners but to the 
fund's shareholders. 


Especially worrisome to in- 


dustry officials is the fact that 
several such deals have been 
made and the money pocketed 
by the sellers. If the decision 
holds, it means they'll have to 
return the cash. 


While the battle is far from 


over — it may be just beginning 
— it already has had one 
significant 
result. 
Ten 


shareholders of the Dreyfus 
Corp., have agreed to pay $5 
million to settle a similar case. 


The Dreyfus Corp., was 


privately owned in 1965 when it 
decided to offer its shares to the 
public. The offering brought the 
original 
owners, 
including 


Secretary of State William 
Rogers, $42 million. 


Seldom has such a basic 


dispute faced the industry, 
whose growth has been so 
vigorous that problems have 
been common. 


In 20 years the industry has 


sprouted from a $3-billion 


pygmy to a $53-billion giant. 
Understandably, the practices 
of its managers 
were in- 


creasingly 
criticized 
and 


regulated as the industry grew 
in importance. 


Past problems concerned 


commissions, relations with 
corporations in which funds are 
invested, the volatility of in- 
vestment portfolios, in financial 
arrangements with brokers, the 
impact on small investors, the 
quality of advice. 


All the problems of this in- 


dustry, it seems, involve mat- 
ters of broad implications. Many 
of the issues still are unresolved, 
and nobody doubts that more 
problems are about to appear.

or island camps somehow don't 
fit the picture when one thinks of 
California's network of inland 
waterways. There are, of 
course, 
white 
water 
op- 


portunities in the state, such as 
rafting the canyons of the 
Stanislaus and other Sierra 
rivers but long range canoeing is 
usually confined to more placid 
streams such as the lower 
Colorado in the south and the 
meandering Russian in the 
north. 


As 
always 
though, 
en- 


terprising Californians seeking 
new 
outdoor 
opportunity 


somehow seem to find the best of 
what exists in far off places 
right here at home. 


The reason this writer is 


waxing so enthusiastically on 
this subject is that while he 
didn't get to make the trip 
himself (but definitely will now 
that he knows about it)' he has in 
hand a detailed report on a 
week-long, 100-mile canoe ad- 
venture on the upper reaches of 
the Sacramento River. 


Largely overlooked for its 


fabulous sporting opportunities 
except 
by 
those 
diehard 


fishermen who pursue their 
quarry by power boat or wading, 
the Sacramento ought definitely 
to be included among the 
nation's top canoeing waters. 


The trip that stirred up this 


corner was undertaken recently 
by a Southern California Boy 
Scout troop led by a close friend. 


The good deed of this Scout 


leader led to his nailing a few 
shad, trout and striped bass, in 
sufficient numbers that he plans 
to return. 


His task force consisted of 


four adults, 27 scouts from 11 to 
14 years of age in 15 canoes. 
They launched their fotilla just 
below the Red Bluff diversion 
dam and headed down river in 8 
to 10 mile current. 


All this followed weeks of 


logistical planning and safety 
training at home. All par- 
ticipants had to possess both 
swimming and camping merit 
badges and most also had had 
life saving training. Each 
youngster was responsible for 
his own personal gear — with 
only a 
minimum allowed 


because 
of 
weight con- 


siderations — and wore a Coast 
Guard approved life jacket. 


Complete menus for each day 


on the water were preplanned, 
purchased and packed for the 
camp sites which lay ahead 
downstream. 


But, as they say of best laid 


plans, one of their first meals 
came acropper. 


Experienced canoers on a fast 


river like the Sacramento 
normally ride the stream where 
the current is fastest 
to 


maximize speed and minimize 
effort. The only problem with 
this comes when a sharp turn is 
required. If one follows his in- 
stinct and steers around the 
corner as in a power boat the 
surface current will usually 
slam the canoe into the bank or 
brush. 


Eight miles south of Red Bluff 


two of the youngsters missed a 
turn and capsized their craft, 
thoroughly soaking their sup- 
plies — though as a result of 
their safety training no one was 
hurt.

Biologists Campaign 
To Save Rare Parrot 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In- 


terior Department biologists in 
nearby Laurel, Md., have 
launched a campaign to save the 
Puerto Rican parrot, probably 
the world's rarest bird, from 
extinction. 


Only 11 of the birds are known 


to exist, including two females 
in captivity 


Biologists, concerned by the 


species' lack of nesting success 
during the past two years, fear 
the Puerto Rican parrot may 
soon wing its way down the road 
to oblivion, following 
the 


passenger pigeon, heath hen and 
great auk. 


Few people have even heard 


of the bird. 


As parrots go, it is not very 


colorful, nor is it known for its 
ability to talk. 


Dr. Ray C. Erickson, assistant 


director 
of 
the 
Interior 


Department's 
Pautuxent 


Wildlife Research Station, says 
only one pair has successfully 
hatched eggs and reared young 
during the past two years. 


As a result, he says, plans are 


afoot to trap at least one of the 
nine wild parrots in their 
wooded Puerto Rican habitat in 
hopes of finding a mate for the 
females in captivity. 


Biologists 
would 
like 


especially to capture a male but 
the sexes are similar in ap- 
pearance. 


If the first bird captured is a 


female, Erickson said, she will 
be sent to the San Diego Zoo for 
safekeeping 


Once a male is caught, it will 


be sent to the research station to 
be mated with one of the 
females. 


Erickson foresees little dif- 


ficulty in breeding the parrots if 
a male is obtained. 


The two females already have 


laid infertile eggs, so "they 
apparently like their quarters," 
he says. 


The station received its 


females from a Puerto Rican 
zoo, where they had been on 
display since the 1950s. 


The birds once were abundant 


in Puerto Rico They were shot 
by natives for food and by 
farmers 
to prevent 
crop 


damage. 


But the worst predator today 


appears to be other birds. 


The pearly eyed 
thrasher 


competes with the parrot for 
nesting sites in tree cavities. 
And, 
says 
Erickson, 
the 


thrasher eats parrot eggs and 
kills the young

third world war," she said. 


"I think it's great," said Wang 


Ling-chi, until recently director 
of the Chinatown Youth Center. 


"Any time the U S improves 


her relationship with China, the 
Chinese community here will be 
better off." 


Wang belongs to the Chinese 


American Democratic Club, 
chartered by the Democratic 
State Central Committee, which 
issued a statement the day after 
the Nixon visit was announced. 
It called upon the President to 
recognize Peking and treat the 
question of Taiwan as an in- 
ternal Chinese question.

An Airplane Crash Doesn't Keep 
Irwin From Going To The Moon

(AP) 
— James B. Irwin Jr., 


decided 10 years ago he wasn't 
going to let a little thing like an 
airplane crash keep from him 
going to the moon. 


Irwin, a 41-year-old Air Force 


lieutenant colonel, is the lunar 
module pilot on the Apollo 15 
mission scheduled for launch 
from Cape Kennedy Monday. 


He started working for an 


astronaut assignment almost 
from the day he learned the 
country was getting into the 
manned space business. 


"It just seemed like that's 


where the future was," says 
Irwin. 


Irwin 
earned 
important 


astronaut credentials when he 
added a master's degree from 
the University of Michigan to his 
bachelor of science degree from 
the Naval Academy and then 
graduated from the Air Force 
Experimental Test Pilot School. 


He was ready to apply for the 


space program in 1981 when a 
casual weekend training flight 
ended in near disaster and put 
him in a hospital bed unable to 
walk, talk or even remember. 


Irwin was flying as instructor 


with a student pilot at Edwards 
Air Force Base, Calif. They 
were crusing at 300 feet in a 
routine air traffic pattern one 
moment and spinning toward 
earth the next. 


"The student was flying the 


airplane at the time," says 
Irwin. 


"Apparently he stalled it out 


in the traffic pattern." 


The light plane suddenly 


rolled into a spin, at too low an 
altitude for Irwin to recover 
control. 


Irwin broke both legs, his jaw 


and suffered a severe con- 
cussion which wiped out his 
memory. Recovery was long 
and difficult. 


Irwin was out of the hospital in 


three months, but he was still 
grounded. The Air Force, he 
says, has a rule that if a con- 
cussion results in a loss of 
memory the pilot is grounded 
for 12 months. 


The Air Force pilot was flying 


again 14 months after the ac- 
cident And a few months later 
he graduated from the elite Air 
Force Aerospace Research Pilot 
School. 


Irwin, the oldest son of a 


plumber, was born in Pitt- 
sburgh, Perm., and graduated 
from high school in Salt Lake 


City. His parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
James Irwin, now live in San 
Jose, Calif. 


The astronaut said his father, 


a World War I veteran, en- 
couraged him to go after a 
military career. Irwin applied 
for the U. S. Military Academy 
at West Point, but was accepted 
instead by the Naval Academy. 
He graduated in 1951 and took 
his commission in the Air Force. 


Irwin met his wife, the former 


Mary Ellen Monroe of Corvallis, 
Ore., while he was in San Jose 
for the Christmas holidays. 


They married in 1958 and have 


four children, Joy, 11, Jill, 10; 
James 8; and Jan 6. 


Quiet, reserved and calm, 


Irwin and his family live quietly, 
spending most of his off hours in 
home-oriented activity. They 
live in a modernistic home 
which is surrounded by lush 
landscaping, the handiwork of 
his pretty wife.

"It will not be a rubber stamp 


or replay of Galley's," Capt 
Mark Radish said of his plans 
for Medina's trial, which starts 
Monday. "Many of the witnesses 
will be the same but the focus 
will be entirely different " 


Medina is charged with the 


premeditated murder of 102 
Vietnamese civilians during an 
infantry assault on My Lai in 
March 1968. Galley, one of 
Medina's platoon leaders in that 
assault, was charged with 102 
murders and convicted of 22. His 
sentence to life in prison is being 
appealed. 


In an interview Tuesday, the 


stocky, dark-haired Radish, 28, 
declined to name the differences 
he anticipates, but said they 
"will come out; during the 
trial.". 


"One thing, we expect it to be 


shorter," he said, with a laugh. 
Galley's 4%-month trial was the 
longest in military history. 


Of Medina, Radish said, "I 


think he's patriotic and one of 
the best Americans I've ever 
met." 


The two often played tennis 


together before Radish became 
too busy with the case.

against nine common diseases. 


The preflight isolation was
